The opposition was led 
by none other 
than 
Rep. Kir­ 
wan, the man who has proposed 
a $3 
billion 
canal 
between 
Youngstown, his home town, and 
Pittsburgh on the 
Ohio River. 
Kirwan has bulldozed congress 
into voting $500,000 to study his 
project. 
Despite 
this he was 
adamantly 
opposed 
to 
having 
money voted to start the 
St.

River project in Maine. 
And since Mike is chairman

In an interview, Sherwin said 
the movie showed lymphocytes 
constantly checking on normal 
lung cells, even going inside 
them to clean out foreign mat­ 
ter and thus keep 
the cells 
healthy. 
“ If they find a badly damaged 
noncancer cell,” he said, “they 
kill it to keep it from being a po­ 
tential danger to the body.” 
This was not true with cancer 
cells. 
“We found that there are gen­ 
erally fewer l y m p h o c y t e s 
around cancer cells,” -Sherwin 
said. “We think it's possible 
that cancer cells survive be­ 
cause the lymphocytes can't get 
near enough to kill them.”
